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In  1946  the  Charlevoix  Red  Raydera  took  up  where  they 
left  off  In  1946  and  won  all  seven  of  their  football  gEunee. 
This  tlae,  however,  Boyne  City  managed  to  push  over  one  touch- 
down on  us  when  Keith  West,  half-back  for  Boyne,  slipped  over 
the  line  in  the  first  quarter.  That  was  the  only  score  we  al- 
lowed all  year  and  the  first  since  November  3,  1944,  when  Har- 
bor Springs  beat  us  6-0  in  the  final  game  of  the  season.  How- 
ever, we  managed  to  beat  Boyne  32-6,  marking  up  the  second 
victory  over  that  school  since  1933.  In  all,  against  seven 
opponents,  we  scored  272  points  to  only  6  for  them.  Frank 
Martin,  Irving  Manville,  Lyle  King,  and  Bob  and  Bill  Carey 
were  named  on  the  All-Conference  honor  team.  All  but  Bob  and 
Bill  are  Seniors. 

In  Basketball,  Charlevoix  improved  slightly  on  last  years 
record  by  winning  fifteen  games  during  the  regular  season 
without  defeat.  We  scored  593  points  while  holding  our  oppon- 
ents to  a  total  of  322  points.  We  also  took  the  District  and 
Regional  Tournaments,  but  lost  to  Evart  with  a  score  of  30-25 
in  the  State  Quarterfinals.  Evart  in  turn  lost  the  State 
Championship  to  St.  Peter  and  Paul  Club,  with  a  score  of  38-29. 
In  six  tournament  games  we  scored  232  points  to  143  for  our 
opponents.  For  twenty-one  games  we  scored  a  total  of  625 
points  to  465  for  our  opponents.  Bob  Carey  led  in  scoring 
with  351  points,  followed  by  Jeannie  Hardy  with  121,  and  Bill 
Carey  with  116.  Bob  and  Bill  were  named  on  the  All-Conference 
honor  team  and  Jeannie  Hardy,  and  Pat  Martin  were  named  on  the 
Second  Team. 

Anyone  looking  back  on  our  Senior  year  in  sports  can  well 
be  proud  of  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  between  student 
body  and  team.  We  were  either  gracious  hosts  or  welcome 
guests  on  all  occasions.  At  no  time  did  we  indulge  in  un- 
sportsman-like  conduct  toward  officials  or  visiting  teams. 
That  coupled  with  the  team's  record  adds  honor  to  a  season  of 
which  Charlevoix  may  long  be  proud. 
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
